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AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION CONVENTION -- SUMMER, 1952 


Into crowded New York came more than seven thousand librarians from all over 
the United States antsome foreign countries for the seventy-first meeting of the 
A.L.A. at the Waldorf-Astoria from June 29 to July 5. The Ohio Association of 
Sencol Librarians was well represented in the attendance by Helen hewis and Mildred 
Krohn from Cleveland, Jean Anderscn, Shaker Heignts, Heba Boomershine and Fleanor 
Kyle of Dayton, Geneva Travis, Kent, Leah Schueren, Poledo, and Margaret Rehring, 
Cincinnati. 


Speaking at the third general session to overflow audiences in three halls, 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt showed how books are basic to better intcrnational understand- 


ing. The written word, she said, is the most important thing we deal with in human 


relations, It stays with us, And as literacy grows throughout the world, so will 
the written word become even more important. She pointed out that the way to win 
the battle of democracy is: through the advancement of knowledge and education, not 
suppression. Mrs. Roosevelt reminded the audience that every person who leaves 
this country, regerdless of purpose, is a representative of the United States and 
is watched as such. Furthermore, it is particularly through the work of librarians 
that -people can be helped to sec the problems of the world and the relationship of 
our people to the world. 


Although the Board of Directors and the Stxte Assembly (composed of the presi- 
dents of all the state school library organizations) met on Sunday afternoon, the 
real business of the American Association of School Librarians beg»n on Monday 
morning, June 30, when Laura Martin, of the University of Kentucky, and president 
of the A.A.S.L., opened the first business meeting. At this time Miss Martin gave 
her report and outlined the goals of the A.A.S.1.., chief among which are to work’ 
more closely with the other professional groups and to carry on a continuing pro- 
gram of research in order to increase the value of the organization to individual 
members, At this*session was introduced the new, and first full-time executive 
secretary for the A.A.S.L, as a division, Mrs, Rachel Deangelo, formerly school 
library supervisor in Yonkers, New York. Mrs. Deangelo aroused enthusiasm for 
herself as a person and for her new position by her sincere and promising speech 
of acceptancé. 


At the»second and final business session of A.A.S.L.'on Wednesday afternoon, 
July 2; the report of the Constitution committee was continued from the first busi- 
ness session, and ‘amendments’ to the Constitution were presented, amendments which 
required discussion and vote‘of the membership, At this meeting other committee 
reports were also given. In the report of Margaret Turk, of Indiana, chairman of 
the mémbership committee; Ohio was shown to be fourth.in the number of A.A.S.L. 
membérs; having one hundred twenty-four and being surpassed only by Illinois; New 
York and Pennsylvania, in that order, The profcssional relations committee, ‘under 
Fannte Schmitt, of Alabama, reported that a.a.S.L. is increasingly being repre- 
“.gented ‘at’ educational andiother professional meetings, and that the committee's 
contacts with the editoré of professional, non-library journals indicated those 
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editors would welcome library articles. | ‘Effie LaPlate, of chicago, reportey that 
her technical processes committee was continuing its work of suggesting methods of 
simplification of the classification system and the subject headings now used in 
school libraries, A survey was made through state representatives of student reac- 
tion in the form of a subject-heading questionnaire, These are merely recommenda- 
tions for inclusion in Sears, of course, but if the committee accomplishes its 
goal, basing its contention on the results of their student survey, card catalogs 
will contain such headings as magic instead of conjuring, fraternities instead of 
Greek letter societies, public s speaking instead of oratory, etc. 








On Tuesday afternoon three children's book editors Seeuvenet three phases of 
book publishing. Lilian Bragdon, author as well as book editor, of Aladdin, spoke 
on the writing of books.- Speaking from the experience of reading some two thousand 
manuscripts received every year at Aladdin, she stressed the need for something for 
every age, and of the need for informative books for children, as they seldom read 
for escape. Elizabeth Riley, from Crowell, told of the process of producing a book 
from manuscript to jacket. Louise Bonino, of Random House, discussed publicity and 
promotion. The same children's books, she said, unlike adult books, can be pro- 
moted year after year, and cited the example of College on Horseback, by Esther 
Hall, which is still being published after twenty years. 


On Tuesday evening a gala event occurred at A.L.A., namely: The Newberry and 
Caldecott awards banquet. It was held in the Waldorf~Astoria's magnificent ball- 
room with beautiful floral arrangements, soft table lights, white-coated waiters, 
lovely ladies and gentlemen in formal dress, distinguished honored guests at tables 
on the platform, and fine orchestral music played intermittently during this $10-a- 
plate turkey feast, 


Honored were, by vote of A.L.A.'s Children's and Young People's Library Sec- 
tions, Eleanor Estes, former children's librarian of New Haven, Connecticut, author 
of the 1951 John Newberry Medal Award book, "Ginger Pye," a beautiful family story 
of the Pyes, rich in the understanding of the joys and sorrows of children. The 
recipient of the Randolph Caldecott award for distinguished illustrations in chil- 
dren's literature was Nicholas Mordvinoff for his 1951 book "Finders Keepers," 
which deals with two dogs arguing over the ownership of a bone, 


Fifteen hundred guests attended. Tables were set in the balcony, and after 
the meal other A.L.A, members joined the throng to hear the speakers and meet. the 
guests of honor. At a late hour the party: broke up with people leaving on the 
note: "This was another happy rene paseo banquet occasion we shall long 
remember," P , 


At the State Assembly breakfast on Wednesday morning, roll call revealed that 
most of the states had sent representatives, Margaret Rehring, President of 
0.A.S.L., responded for Ohio with a brief outline of some of the association's ac- 
tivities. Many fine projects were under way in many of the states, ranging from 
such things as preparing 4 state code of ethics to television programs on which 
school librarians appeared. The problem occupying the greatest. number of states 
seemed to be that of securing a state consultant or supervisor. 


On the evening of that day, Dr. Gilbert Highet, of Columbia University, gave 
a scholarly and most interesting discussion before the members of the A.A-S.1L, and 
others of the migration of words. He traced the history of ideas and how the migra- 
tion of ideas has influenced the course of world events. His thesis was. that. these 
ideas and théir moving into the areas where they influence people and society have 
had more force than either economics or politics in shaping the course of history, 
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Closing the sessions of the A.A.S.L. was the Thursday morning meeting given 


over to a discussion of children, libraries and television, by Margerite DeAngeli 
and others. 


There were programs of interest to school librarians, given by the Division 
of Libraries for Children and Young People. At one of these, Mrs. Elizabeth Janet 
Gray Vining, avthor of the recent “Windows for the Crown Prince," told of her ex 
periences as tutor in the Japanese royal family. Most worth while was the series 
of two book discussions, one held by the guest panel method, and the other by the 
audience participation method, on such topics as science fiction, frank presenta- 
tion of social topics in books, etc. 


All in all, it was a convention program of avery high type, scholarly yet 
practical, providing not only something of real value in the discussions, but, 
what is a much more important outcome of all professional meetings, an’ enthusiasm 


for the work and an exchange of ideas which come only from the social. contsct of 
individuals. 
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Five 0.A.S.L. members who took active part in A.A.S.L. affairs during the past 
year. Jean anderson, of Shaker Heights, was cheirman of the Constitution committee; 
largaret Rehring,, of Cincinnati, served as = member of the budget committee; Geneva 
Travis, of Kent, served on the committee for library work as a career; Mildred 
Krohn, of Cleveland, Ohio, chairman for membership, with assistants Martha Durbin, 
Northeastern Ohio; Leah Schueren, Northwestern Ohio; Caroline Holmes, Ocntral Ohio; 
and Doris Moore, Southwestern Ohio; Reba Boomershine, Dayton, was a member of the 
statistical committce. 
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Margtret Rehring, president of 0.4.S.L., has just been appointed by the presi- 
dent of the American Association. of School. Librarians, Mary Lee Keath, as a member 
of a special committee on Policies for Travel of: Officers and Executive Secretary, 
Mrs. Mary Peacock Douglas is chairman of this committee, which will make study pol- 
icies and make recommendations regarding travel and travel expenses by the A.A.S.L. 
officers and exccutive sccretary in the interest of association business.

A LETTER FROM VERMILION HIGH SCHOOL

Dear Miss Schueren: 


I have enjoyed the 0.A.S.L. News Bulletin very much this year. It 
is interesting and helpful to know what other librarians are doing. I 
hope the Bulletin will continue and will grow. My congratulations to 
you as editor for this year's work, 


Perhaps other librarians would be interested in a project we have 
carried on here in Vermilion for the past two years. The students of 
the seventh grade have collected sales tax stamps which were redeemed 
by the state. The English teachers and I then took a committee elec- 
ted by the students to Cleveland to visit the book department of a 
large department store. The committee selected their books for the 
school library. Last year they purchased about $90 worth of books; 
this year they bought about $120 worth. 


Both we and the head of the book department have been very well 
pleased with the student selections. I have been surprised at the 
large proportion of biography, history, and historical fiction chosen, 


The books are circulated from the English classroom. I thought 
I would see fewer seventh graders in the library, but on the contrary, 
more and more come in to get "another book about stars" or "another 
book just like the one I got in English class." The books are very 
enthusiastically received, and many of .the other students can scarce- 
ly wait until the books are added to the regular collection. 


We feel that the project has another real value, At least four 
students each year have had the experience of visiting a large book 
department. We hope they will in the future feel more at ease in such 
surroundings because of having browsed through the many books and having 
talked to clerks in the book department. They have seen examples of 
fine old books with beautiful bindings, old prints and maps, and pages 
from’old illuminated manuscripts. From their enthusiastic reports to 
the rest of the class, every pupil feels a slight acquaintance with the 
broader field of books, At least one student asked her mother to take 
her to the book department so that she, too, could see all the books 
she had heard about! 


A letter to the head of the department warns her that we are about 
to descend upon her with our committee. The class writes a letter 
afterwards to tell her how they like the books. 


One section of this year's class has an additional $45 with which 
they plan to start a collection of view-master reels for the library. 
I don't know exactly how we shall handle them, but ‘there must be 4 way!

As the first grades are housed in 
two smaller buildings at Salida and North Mentor, these little folks are brought 
by bus to Mentor Shore every other week for a story and a book or two, 


The large display case is regularly filled with articles of interest and 
books to supplement. Hobbies is the current theme.
